YouTube video leads to 
felony charge: prosecutors

A suburban man who prosecutors say filmed 
himself trashing a y-Eleven near the Gold 
Coast and stealing a large coffee maker was 
ordered held on $250,000 bond Friday 
‘Ah, you wanted to be famous,” said Judge 
Adam Bourgeois Jr. to Delvon Lamar Irving 
at Irving’s bond hearing. Irving has been 
charged with felony retail theft and misde- 
meanor criminal damage to property 

The video, which has more than 58,500 
views on TbuTube, shows a man jumping 
into racks of merchandise and walking out of 
the store with a large thermos of coffee. The 
video also shows him swearing and taunting a 
y-Eleven employee who tries to call 91 1. 

A similar video was posted on Instagram by 
a user named “vonmar,” which Irving’s friends 
confirmed is a nickname of his. The post, cap- 


tioned “LMFAO ‘Walkin Out wit Coffee,’ ” 
has more than 2,700 likes. 

Irving, 24, of Alsip, allegedly hit the y-Elev- 
en on New Year’s Day; on Wednesday police 
tracked him down and arrested him. Accord- 
ing to his arrest report, he has two outstand- 
ing warrants. 

Friends of Irving’s confirmed he would film 
himself pulling pranks. 

“It was New ^ar’s, and people do stupid 
stuff on New"):fear’s,” said Kenise Lawrence, 20. 

Patrice Hicks, who said she was Irving’s 
girlfriend, described him as a filmmaker, co- 
median and musician. On his arrest report, he 
is listed as an “entertainer.” 

“He’s actually a really nice guy,” said Hicks, 
21. “He’s really outgoing and nice and he has a 
lot going for himself”

No bail for man 
charged in assauit 
of girl on CTA bus

A Chicago man is being held without 
bail after, prosecutors say he assaulted 
a 4-year-old girl while on his way home 
from registering as a sex offender. 

On Tuesday Judex Colon allegedly 
boarded a CTA bus on Polk Street, sat 
down next to the girl— who was traveling 
with her mother— and began touching 
the child over her clothes as well as touch- 
ing and rubbing her under her jacket. 

“For you to do that on a CTA bus with 
the child’s parent on that bus tells me you 
are in fact a danger to yourself and society” 
Judge Maria Kuriakos Ciesil said while or- 
dering Colon, 32, held without bail. 

The girl informed her mother of the in- 
cident later that day and Colon was arrest- 
ed at his home on the 3200 block of North 
Parkside Avenue on Wednesday A spokes- 
man for the Cook County State’s Attor- 
ney’s office had no additional information 
about how Colon was tracked down. 

Colon has been charged with predatory 
criminal sexual assault of a child under the 
age of 13, a felony 

According to prosecutors. Colon has 
two related convictions on his record: 
In 2008, he was convicted of aggravated 
criminal sexual abuse of a victim under 
the age of 13 in Lake County Ind., and in 
2013 he was convicted of failing to reg- 
ister as a sex offender in Cook County 
Colon was sentenced to two years in that 
case; a spokesman for the state’s attorney 
did not know how much of that time he 
had served or whether these new charges 
would be a violation of any probation to 
which he is subject.

Crowds march Sunday in Paris to show defiance in the face of terrorism, ap 


Millions attend Paris rally 
against recent terror attacks 


France’s Interior Ministry said the country’s 
rally for unity against terrorism Sunday was the 
largest demonstration in France’s history— a 
march organized to show harmony after at- 
tacks on satirical newspaper Charlie Hebdo, a 
kosher market and police that left 17 dead. 

Calling the rally “unprecedented,” the min- 
istry said the demonstrators were so numerous 
they spread beyond the official march route, 
making them impossible to count. 

An official said at least 3.7 million people 
took part around France in the unity against 
terrorism, more than the numbers who took to 
Paris streets when the Allies liberated the city 
from the Nazis in World War 11 . 

More than 40 world leaders headed the pro- 
cession, setting aside their differences for a 
manifestation that French President Francois

HoUande said turned the city into “the capital 
of the world.” Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu stood near Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas.

“Our entire country will rise up toward 
something better,” HoUande said.
